RESOLUTION 

Central Pulp ami Paper Research Institute 

No. 3(24)/72*Pap«r.— Although the Indian Pulp and Paprr 
Industry has recorded a steady growth, the per capita con¬ 
sumption is still very low, and a considerable Increase In 
production is required to meet the needs of education and 
industry. The shortage of traditional raw materials Is one 
of the major bottlenecks in increasing paper production and 
extensive research is necessary to gain know-how and ex¬ 
perience in utilisation of unconventional raw materials for 


the manufacture of paper and newsprint. At present, there 
is no organisation which is looking after the research nnd 
development work relating to the paper and pulp 'nduatrj, in 
a coordinated manner. The need for a separate specialised, 
sector oriented, and autonomous Research Institute for Paper 
and Pulp which would take an overall need of the Industry 
as a whole, has therefore been keenly felt. 

A project for exploration and identification of alternative 
raw materials for paper and newsprint manufacture has been 
undertaken jointly by the Govt, of India and the UNDP/FAO. 
Under the project, research laboratories with sophisticaled 
equipments and pilot plant facilities are being set up at the 
premises of the Forest Research Institute in Dehra Dun and 
the Institute of Paper Technology, Saharanpur, These faci¬ 
lities have been provided with the objective of makinng avail¬ 
able upto date laboratory equipment and pilot plant for 
undertaking research programmes to identify suitable uncon¬ 
ventional raw materials for paper and newsprint production, 
including development of suitable process technology, 1o or¬ 
ganise and train research workers and to initiate applied 
research, to provide training facilities, etc. Die UNDP are 
financing the foreign exchange component of the expenditure 
which covers imported equipment, fees of foreign expert* and 
fellowships. The Govt, of India counter-part expenditure 
covers the cost of indigenous equipment, civil works nnd 
salaries of local staff. Both the Govt, of India and the UNDP 
have been anxious to ensure that the sophisticated equip¬ 
ment being installed under the project js utilised in a mean¬ 
ingful manner to benefit the paper industry and that suit¬ 
able follow-up action is taken to consolidate the gains of 
the project. In view of the well recognised need for establiih- 
ing a fulfledged research and development Institute for the 
paper industry. Govt, have now decided that the research and 
development facilities set up under the project for explora¬ 
tion and identification of alternative raw materials for the 
manufacture of paper and newsprint at Dehra Dun and Sahu- 
ranpur may be unified to form the Central Pulp and Paper 
Research Institute. 

The Institute will be an autonomous organisation registered 
under the Societies Act and the membership thereof would 
be open to all companics/Corporate bodies engaged in the 
manufacture of, or otherwise interested in the development 
of paper, pulp and newsprint and allied products. The manage¬ 
ment of the Institute would vest with a Governing Council 
which would include representatives of the Industry, Depart¬ 
ment of Science and Technology, Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research and related research agencies, such a.t 
Forest Research Inatitute and the Institute of Paper Techno¬ 
logy, The President of the Governing Council would be ap¬ 
pointed by the Government of Ipdia. It is also proposed to 
levy a cess on the production of paper under Section 9 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 in order 
to provide financial support for a broad based and goal orient¬ 
ed programme of research and development to be taken tip 
by the Institute. Subject to appropriate rules to be passed by 
the Government, the actual administration of the funds, 
approval of research and development programmes, and grant 
of assistance for such programmes would be undertaken by 
a Committee of Direction to be set up by the Ministry oi 
Industry which will include prominent scientists and techno¬ 
logists, representatives of industry as well as representatives 
of the concerned departments such as Department of Industrial 
Development, Department of Science and Technology, Coun¬ 
cil of Scientific and Industrial Research and the Forest Re¬ 
search Institute. While the major portion of the proceeds 
of the cess would go towards supporting the Central Pu'p 
and Paper Research Institute, they would also be partially 
utilised for relating research and development activities in 
other agencies such as the Forest Research Institute and the 
regional research laboratories, etc. with the specific purpose 
of promoting multi-disciplinary coordinated research- nrojects. 

In addition to such financial assistance for the Institute as 
would be available from the proceeds of the cess, it will also 
have income from membership fees, grants from tbe Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research and payment for specific 
programmes sponsored by or on behalf of industry. 

In the Initial stages, the budgetary support provided by the 
Government of India and UNDP for the raw materials for 
paper project would be available to the Institute. The Institute 
would now take over the role of the executing agency for tbe 
project on behalf of the Government, of India in place of 
HPC which was fulfilling this role hitherto. The Central Pulp 
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and Paper Research Institute would have its headquarters at 
Saharanpur and apart from drafting schemes of applied re¬ 
search in close liaison with the industry at its own facilities, 
it would coordinate the research programmes to be undertaken 
by the Cellulose and Paper Branch of the Forest Research 
Institute, Dchra Dun, the Institute of Paper Technology, 
Saharanpur and other scientific bodies engaged in similar 
work.
